INTRODUCTION 

•Henry VII. had been chiefly occupied in secur- 
ing the permanence of his dynasty, and although 
sometimes drawn into action abroad, had avoided 
any serious entanglement in continental politics. His 
son's policy was the reverse of this, and his reign 
presents a series of unsuccessful attempts to make 
England the centre round which European politics 
were to revolve.* * 

After two years of apparent indifference, Henry 
VIII. sent two armies abroad, one to Guelders, 
under the command of Sir Edward Ponynges, the 
other to Cadiz, under the command of Lord Darcy,* 
while difficulties arose with Scotland and Denmark 
about the capture of Andrew Barton, a Scottish 
privateer. Holinshed's nairative of this affair is as 
follows : —

viii IN TRODUC TION 

* In June the King, being at Leicester,^ heard 
tidings that one Andrew Barton, a Scotchman and 
pirate of the sea, saying that the King of Scots had 
war with the Portuguese, robbed every nation, 
and stopped the King's streams, that no merchant 
almost could pass ; and when he took Englishmen's 
goods, he bare them in hand that they were 
Portugal's goods, and thus he hunted and robbed at 
every haven's mouth. The King, displeased here- 
with, sent Sir Edward Howard, lord Admiral of 
England,^ and lord Thomas Howard, son and heir 
to the Earl of Surrey, in all haste to the sea, which 
hastily made ready two ships, and taking sea, by 
chance of weather were severed. The lord Howard, 
lying in the Downs, perceived where Andrew was 
making toward Scotland, and so fast the said lord 
chased him, that he overtook him ; and there was a 
sore battle between them. Andrew ever blew his 
whistle to encourage his men, but at length the lord 
Howard and the Englishmen did so valiantly that by 
clean strength they entered the main deck. The 
Scots fought sore on the hatches, but in conclusion 
Andrew was taken, and so sore wounded, that he 
died there. Then all the remnant of the Scots were 
taken with their ship, called the Lion. All this 
while was the lord Admiral in chase of the bark of 
Scotland, called Jennie Pirwine,^ which was wont to

Holinshed seems to be trustworthy in the main 
points. Edward Howard fitted out some ships in 
June, July, and August 151 1, to defend the merchant 
adventurers going to Zealand against the rovers of 
the sea,^ and some Scotch prisoners were brought to 
Westminster in September.* We cannot ascertain 
if Howard fitted out two or three ships ; but we 
think that he hired for that purpose John Iseham's

The 
Regent had been built in i486, on the model of the 
Colombe, the ship of Guillaume de Casenove, dit 
Coulon or Colomb, Vice- Admiral of France . in the 
time of Louis XL and Charles VI I L The Sove- 
reign was almost contemporary; the Mary Rose 
and the Peter Pomegranate were just finished. In 
October 1 5 1 1 , two barks and two rowbarges were 
b^^n, bpt they were not launched before July or 
August 15 1 2. 



I. — The Naval Campaign 0/1512. 

Henry VIII. was decidedly involved in the in- 
ternational intrigues of the Continent. In Decem- 
ber 1 5 1 1 he joined a league planned two months 
before by the Pope, Julius II., and the King of 
Aragon, Ferdinand the Catholic, against Louis XII., 
King of France. * The 25th day of January (15 12) 
began the Parliament; it was concluded that war 
should be made on the French King and his 
dominions. Whereupon was wonderful speed made

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in preparing all things necessary both for sea and 
land; ^ 

With the help of Spain, Henry VIII. intended 
to invade Guyenne and to be master of the sea. 
The latter view is clearly exposed in the instructions 
given to Sir Edward Howard, on his appointment 
as admiral of the fleet (7 April, 15 12); he was to 
cruise in the Channel from Brest (the Trade) to 
Calais and London : 

'Amongst other articles contained in a treaty 
made and concluded between the King's Highness 
and his father the King of Aragon, it is provided 
that the King's Highness for his part shall, before 
the end of this instant month of April, put in readi- 
ness and actually send to the sea the number of| 
3,000 men, well and sufficiently harnessed, in ships 
apparelled, dressed and furnished with habillements 
of war apt and necessary for battle on the sea, to

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keep and defend the sea after their policies, strengths 
and powers, from the mouth of the Thames to the 
Trade, against the courses of outward enemies. 
Like as the King's said father, the King of Aragon, 
is by the said treaty semblably bound to defend the 
sea, with like number of men and ships, beyond the 
said Trade. The said armies to continue in such 
defence and tuition of the sea by the space of 6 
months. . . . After the fleet shall come to the sea, 
the Admiral shall take his course, if wind and 
weather will serve, towards the Trade, for the 
defence of the sea on that coast, according to the 
tenour of the said articles, and from thence return, 
scouring the sea, to and fro, as the case shall 
require, ' * 

Sir Edward Howard made the following inden- 
ture with the King (8 April 1512) : — 

* The said Admiral shall have under him in the 
said service 3,000 men harnessed and arrayed for the 
war, himself accounted in the said number, over and 
above 700 soldiers, mariners, and gunners that shall 
be in the King's ship called the Regent. Of which 
3,000, 18 shall be captains, 1,750 shall be soldiers, 
1,233 shall be mariners and gunners. The said 
Admiral shall have for the maintaining of himself 
and his diets, wages, and rewards daily, during the 
said voyage, 10^. ; and for every of the said captains, 
for their diets, wages, and rewards, daily, during the 
said time, i Zd. except they be of the number of the 
King's spears, which shall be contented with their 
ordinary wages. And for every soldier, mariner,

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and gunner, he shall have every month, during the 
said voyages, accounting 28 days for the month, 5^. 
for his wages, and 5^. for his victuals, without any- 
thing else demanding for his wages and victual, 
saving that they shall have certain deadshares, as 
hereafter does follow. 

* The said Admiral shall, before he and his said 
retinue enter into the ships, make their musters 
before such commissioners as shall Our Sovereign 
Lord depute and assign, and immediately after 
the said musters made, he shall receive wages, re- 
wards, and victual money after the rate before re- 
hearsed, for 3 months then next following, accounting 
the month as above. 

* And at the same time, he shall receive for the : 
coat of every captain and soldier 4y., and for the 
coat of every mariner and gunner 2od. 

' And at the end of the said three months, and 
when the said Admiral . . shall . . resort to the 
port of Southampton, and then and there revictual 
himself and the said army and retinue, he shall make 
his musters . . and . . receive . . new wages and 
victual money, after the rate before rehearsed, for 
the said 3 months then next following. 

* And so from 3 months to 3 months continually 
during the said time. 

*The said Admiral shall have . . 18 ships . . 
in such manner rigged, equipped, tackled, decked, 
and furnished with ordnance and artillery as to 
such a voyage and service for the honour of our said 
Sovereign Lord.' 
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* And for the victualling and refreshing of the 
said ships with water and other necessaries, the said 
Admiral shall, over and above the said ships, have 
2 crayers, the one being of the portage of 65/., 
wherein shall be the master, 1 2 mariners, and i boy, 
and the other crayer shall be of the portage of 55/., 
wherein shall be the master, with 10 mariners and i 
boy. And every of the said masters and mariners 
shall have for his wages 55. and for his victual 
money 55. for every month, accounting the month 
as above, and every of the said 2 boys shall have 
for their month wages 25. 6^., and for their victual 
money 5^. And either of the said masters shall have 
2 deadshares. 

• Also the said soldiers, mariners, and gunners 
shall have of Our said Sovereign Lord conduct 
money, that is to say, every of them for every day's 
journey from his house to the place where they shall 
be shipped, accounting 1 2 miles for the day's journey,

(>d. Of which day's journey they shall have credence 
by their oath. . . /* 

Once the muster taken at Blackheath, on i6 
April, Sir Edward Howard took an oath at West- 
minster, in presence of the King,^ who issued a war- 
rant for the wages of all his spears ® and had 6,000/. 
sent to John Dawtrey, customer of Southampton, 
* for victualling and revictualling of the King s ships 
and army upon the sea under Sir Edward Howard, 
and for other necessaries for the same army in time 
coming.' 

Sir Edward Howard cruised for a fortnight in 
the Channel, chasing the French fishing-boats ^ and 
plundering every trading ship he met. For instance, 
some Spanish ships were seized on the ground that 
the cargo belonged to Genoese and Florentine mer- 
chants, friends of the French King and adversaries 
of the Holy See ; the Venetian Consul in London, 
Lorenzo Pasqualigo, felt anxious for the safety of 
goods expected from Chio and Candia.* Flemings 
were treated as badly as Spaniards by Sir Edward

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Howard and his captains : Griffith Don, captain of 
the Mary and John, compelled Jacques Berenghier, 
of Lille, to serve as a gunner, seized all his goods^ 
and racked him so that he lost one foot ; then he 
was kept prisoner at Southampton, had his ears slit, 
and was threatened with hanging, only because he 
• sp6ke French ! ^ 

The English fleet returned to Portsmouth about 
the middle of May. The Regent was at last ready 
with 400 soldiers and 300 mariners ; ^ so also were 
the two landing barges, begun in October 1 5 1 1 , the 
Rose Henry and the Catherine Pomegranate. 

Sir Edward Howard's successful cruise took 
Louis XH. by surprise, for he had thought that the 
news of the victory of his army at Ravenna ( 1 1 April) 
and the threatened breach with Scotland ^ would 
for a while restrain Henry VHL's military ardour/ 
His naval preparations were begun in February ;^ 
but all that he did was to appoint the Due de la Tr6- 
moille his Lieutenant-General in Normandy (Blois, 
1 2 April),^ and to conclude a league of mutual aid 
with James IV., King of Scotland (Blois, 22 May), 
who confirmed it at Edinburgh on 10 July. Louis 
XH.'s Ambassador, La Motte, left on the following 
day for France in Robert Brownhiirs ship, convoyed 
by Robert Barton and David Faulconer. But they 
were met near Berwick by the English : La Motte 
was compelled to fly towards Denmark ; * Faulconer's

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ship was drowned, himself taken, sent up to London, 
and shrewdly handled.' ^ Barton was denied a safe 
conduct in Zealand by Marguerite of Savoy (Brus- 
sels, 27 July), and on returning to Scotland appealed 
Brownhill 'for flying when Faulconer was taken.* ^ 

Henry VIII. was master of the Channel and 
North Sea. But this was not enough for his pride ; 
he wished to recover Guyenne. The Marquis of 
Dorset departed from the Isle of Wight on 3 June, 
and he was guided by Sir Edward Howard until he 
came against the coasts of the Trade. ^ 

Howard remained four days on the spot

Then the lord Admiral passed 
7 miles into the country, burning and wasting 
towns and villages, and in returning skirmished with 
divers men of arms, and slew some of them ; and 
nothwithstanding that the Bretons fought valiantly 
in defence of their country, yet they were put to the 
worst, and so the lord Admiral returned to his 
ships. '*^ 

' On Monday [7 June] * he landed in the morning, 
and commanded to burn the house of the lord 
Piersmogun,' with the town of Conquet and divers 
other places, and chased the Bretons into the castle

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of Brest ; and notwithstanding all the assemblies 
and shows that the Bretons made, yet they suffered 
the English peaceably to return with their prey 
and booty.' 

The following day ^ ' the Englishmen took land 
in Croiton ^ bay, and then the lords of Brittany sent 
word to the lord Admiral, that if he would abide, 
they would give him battle. The Admiral rewarded 
the messenger, and willed him to say to them that 
sent, that all that day they should find him in that 
place tarrying their coming. Then, to encourage 
\ divers gentlemen the more earnestly to show their 
valiancy, he dubbed them knights, as Sir Edward 
Brook, brother to the lord Cobham, Sir Griffith 
Don, Sir Thomas Windham, Sir Thomas Lucy, 
Sir John Burdet, Sir William Pirton, Sir Henry 
Sherborne and Sir Stephen Bull. When the lord 
Admiral saw the Frenchmen come, he comforted 
his men with pleasant words, thereby the more to 
encourage them. The whole number of the 
Englishmen was not much above 2,500, where the 
Frenchmen were at the least 10,000 ; and yet when 
they saw the order of the Englishmen, they were 
suddenly astonished. Then a gentleman of good 
experience and credit amongst them advised the 
other captains not to fight, but to retire a little and 
take a strong ground, there to remain till the 
Englishmen returned toward their ships, and then to 
take the advantage. And then the captains began 
to retire : which when the commons saw, they ran 
all away as fast as they might, supposing that the

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captains had seen or known some great peril at hand, 
because they were not privy to the purpose of their 
captains. 

* The lord Admiral seeing what happened, when 
the night came, returned to his ships. After this 
the gentlemen of Brittany sent to the Admiral for a 
safeconduct for divers persons, which they meant to 
send to him about a treaty. The lord Admiral was 
of his gentleness content to grant their request. 
Then certain lords of Brittany took a boat and came 
to the ship of the lord Admiral, where he was set 
with all his council of the army about him. The 
request of the Bretons was that it might please him 
to surcease his cruel kind of war, in burning of 
towns and villages ; but the Admiral plainly told 
them that he was sent to make war, and not peace. 
Then they required a truce for 6 days, which would 
not be granted ; and to their reproof, the Admiral 
told them that gentlemen ought to defend their 
country by force, rather than to sue for peace. And 
thus (making them a banquet), he sent them away. 

* And after hearing that there was ships of war 
in the seas, he coasted from thence along the 
country of Normandy, still scouring the sea, so that 
no enemy durst appear. And at length he came 
and lay by the Isle of Wight, to see if any enemies 
would appear.' ^ 

According to Pasqualigo, Howard had captured 
26 Flemish hulks and about 40 small Breton 
ships. France seemed in a dangerous extremity : 
Henry had apparently the choice of landing any-

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where he liked ; but a well-informed spy pointed out 
the three best places for landing — Lower Normandy, 
where a part of the French fleet could be burnt 
in the mouth of the Seine, Rochelle and Fontarabia, 
for invading Guyenne and Languedoc^ — and per- 
suaded him to avoid Picardy, Upper Normandy, and 
Bordeaux, at that time the strongholds of the 
kingdom.

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Henry VIII. had leisure to mature the plan sub- 
mitted to him, as he had to wait for the Spanish 
fleet to be ready, according to the last treaty con- 
cluded with Ferdinand the Catholic. In the meantime 
he strengthened his naval force. Some other ships 
were fitted out ; such as the Margaret of Topsham 
(Capt. James Knyvet), the Mary James (Capt. Ant- 
Ughtred), and the Magdalene (Capt. J. Brigandyne) ; 
the Lion, needing repair, was replaced by the Henry 
of Hampton. Thomas Knyvet, appointed captain 
of the Regent,^ was entrusted with the revictualling 
of the fleet. ^ Sir Charles Brandon and Sir Harry

At the end of July the Spanish fleet was not yet 
\ heard of, and Henry VIII. had to do without it. 
I * Having a desire to see his navy together, he rode 
; to Portsmouth '[31 July-2 August 151 2], andoffSered 
\ his captains * a banquet before their setting forward ' 
i (Holinshed). 

But Sir Edward Howard was going to find 
some opposition this time, because Louis XII. had 
at last made naval preparations. After issuing letters 
patent for the levy of a land tax, he appointed Pierre 
Gautier to control the victualling of the fleet in 
Normandy (Blois, 20 June).^ About 14 ships were 
fitted out in that province,' and 8 others in Brittany : * 
altogether some 22 men-of-war (5 belonging to the 
King,* 4 to Queen Anne, his wife,^ the remainder 
hired ^), under the command of Ren6 de Clermont 
(Blois, 2 July).« 

Moreover, the French King withdrew from 
Lombardy and Genoa, which he had conquered in 
1499, to oppose all his naval force to England : 
Prdgent de Bidoux, Knight of Rhodes, French

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admiral in the Mediterranean ('Admiral du Levant'), 
was summoned to Blois at the beginning of July 
and ordered to Brittany with his galleys. 

Trade was practically stopped in Western 
Europe : Pasqualigo reports that the cargoes from 
Candia could not be insured, even at lo per cent. ; 
Louis XIL had already declared commercial war 
with England, by delivering letters of reprisal to 
some merchants of Rouen (Blois, 8 June) ; ^ he 
went on later to forbid intercourse of any kind not 
only with England, but with Spain and Portugal 
(Blois, 6 Aug.).^ 

Friends and adversaries were indifferently plun- 
dered by the French King's captains, Bemardin, 
Pr^gent's nephew, near Cartagena, and Herv6 de 
Porzmoguer, captain of the Cordeli^re, on the coasts 
of Galicia.^ But they did but follow the example of 
Sir Edward Howard s seizing Flemish trading ships 
and hulks.* If the King's captains acted thus, what 
could be expected of the privateers } 

The French rovers were very numerous. About 
80 sailed out of Brest,* while a Malouin, Philippe 
Roussel, in his bark the Rochellaise, made 11 
or 12 prizes between Ireland and Scotland, and 
among them a Spanish vessel, off Kirkcudbright.* 
Roussel was not considered as a pirate, as he was 
taken into the Kings service at the end of the 
year 1512.

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Sir Edward Howard was at Portsmouth, wait- 
ing for the arrival of the Normandy ships at Brest : 
they had not arrived there on 2 August,^ but must 
have come two or three days later. The English 
ships, 25 in number,^ left Portsmouth, and reached, 
for the second time, the Trade on the eve of St. 
Lawrence. Their arrival was quite unexpected : 
the French ships were two or three miles outside the 
Goulet of Brest, near the shore, and 300 gentlemen 
with their wives were on a visit on board the Cor- 
deli^re, for the feast of St. Lawrence. 

Had the French a fair prospect of success .^ The 
two fleets were nearly equal in number: 22 to 25 ; 
but the largest French ship, the Louise, is de- 
scribed as of 790 t., the Cordeliere of about 700 t., 
while the Regent and the Sovereign are said 
to have been each of 1,000 t. The two fleets 
seem to have suffered from the same lack of 
victual : Antoine de Conflans, captain of the Rose 
and of the B^thune, complained that the food 
and drink were bad,^ while part of the soldiers in 
the Mary James were obliged to remain nine days 
on land at Portsmouth for lack of victual* Still the 
Cordeliere was pretty well stored : 200 tons of wine, 
100 pipes of salt meat and 400 of biscuit The 
French were inferior in infantry to the English ; * but,

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on the other hand, they were well provided with 
ordnance. The Cordeliere had * 60 barrels of gun- 
powder, 1 5 great brass curtails, with some marvellous 
number of shot and other guns of every sort.' ^ 

Sir Edward Howard sighted the French fleet 
on 10 August, about 11 a.m. : he cannonaded Ren6 
de Clermont's ship, the Louise, and shot away \ 
her main mast, while Anthony Ughtred, captain of 
the Mary James, tried to board the Cordeliere, and 
fired at her successfully with his 6 curtails. Ren6 
de Clermont turned back and fled cowardly towards 
Brest, and only two French ships remained on the 
spot, the Cordeliere and the nef de Dieppe. Rigault 
de Berquetot, captain of the nef de Dieppe, fought 
seven hours with five English ships, and was at last 
rescued, about 7 p.m., by some Gu^randais. In 
the same time, Porzmoguer showed great courage : 
the Sovereign had joined the Mary James, 'and lay 
stem to stem to the carrack ; but, by negligence 
of the master, or else by smoke of the ordnance, or 
otherwise, the Sovereign was cast at the stern of the 
carrack : with which advantage the Frenchmen 
shouted for joy. But when Sir Thomas Knyvet, 
who was ready to have boarded the great ship of 
Dieppe, saw that the Sovereign missed the carrack, 
suddenly he caused the Regent (in the which he 
was aboard) to make to the carrack, and to grapple 
with her along board. And when they of the car- ' 
rack perceived they could not depart, they let slip 
an anchor, and so with the stream the ship turned, 
and the carrack was on the weather side, and the

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Regent on the lee side. The fight was cruel be- 
tween these two ships, the archers on the English 
side and the crossbows on the French part doing 
their uttermost to annoy each other. But finally 
the Englishmen entered the carrack, which being 
perceived by a gunner, he desperately set fire to the 
gunpowder, as some say, though there were that 
affirmed how Sir Anthony Ughtred, following the 
Regent at the stern, bowged her in divers places, 
and set her powder on fire. But howsoever it 
'chanced, the whole ship, by reason of the fire, was 
set on fire, and so both the carrack and the Regent, 
being grappled together so as they could not fall off, 
were both consumed by fire at that instant.' ^ 

Only 1 80 men of the Regent and 6 of the Cor- 
deli^re escaped.^

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Sir Edward Howard lay that night in Berthe- 
aume Bay, and remained for the two following days 
in the neighbourhood, burning 27 small ships and 
capturing 5 ; on 13th August he landed and took 
800 Breton prisoners. Thence he put again to 
sea and scoured all along the coasts of Brittany, 
Normandy, and Picardy, taking many French ships 
and burning such as they could not bring with them. 
By the end of August the English ships returned, 
some to Dartmouth, some to Southampton.^ 

The Normandy ships were still at Brest on ist 
September, 151 2,* but left a few days later for 
Honfleur and Dieppe, as the warrant for the pay- 
ment of wages to the controller, Pierre Gautier, 
dated Blois, 22 September, states that his commis- 
sion is ended.' 

Henry VHI. seemed quite satisfied with the 
result of the * drowning ' of the carrack of Brest, as he 
rewarded with 10/. * the man that brought tidings from

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Sir Edward Howard, knight, Lord Admiral '(22-29 
August, 1512).^ A few days earlier, before the news 
had reached the court, Sir Edward Howard had 
received the reversion of the office of admiral of 
England held by the earl of Oxford.^ On loth 
October he was granted 66/. 1 3^. 4^. * for his goode 
service upon the sea.* ' 

On the other hand Louis XIL allowed 100 francs 
to the captain of the Louise for the good news 
brought from Brest : * lex^cution que avoit faicte 
nostre arm6e de mer k Tencontre de nos ennemys.' 
But Clermont had sent a false report. Three months 
later Berquetot, the gallant captain of the nef de 
Dieppe, accused the Admiral of cowardice, and he 
was supported by all the other captains.* Unfor- 
tunately Clermont was not sentenced as he deserved, 
and after having disappeared from court during the 
year 1 5 1 3, he was still holding his office in the spring 
of 1514/ 

If the naval war had been honourable for the 
English flag, the expedition of the Marquis of 
Dorset to Guyenne was a failure and a disgrace. 
' Insubordination broke out in the fleet and in the 
army ; the seamen plundered the victuals when the 
soldiers were sea-sick. ' ® Moreover Ferdinand the 
Catholic was too selfish to keep his engagement 
with Henry VIII., and only wished to gain the 
kingdom of Navarre. ' No provision had been made 
for the landing of the English, and no tents for their

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shelter. The troops slept out in the fields and 
under bushes, exposed to incessant rains and the 
tropical sun of a Spanish sky. The season was 
pestilential ; the hot wines of Spain increased the 
evil. Worst of all, no beer was to be had, and the 
English had not yet learnt to fight without it* 
The Marquis of Dorset departed from Spain on 
Sunday, 30th October, and reached Falmouth on 
the following Thursday.^ 

Ferdinand's conduct had been treacherous ; he 
had not for one moment adhered to his arrange- 
ments with Henry VIII. His fleet ought to have 
been ready by the end of April,* but it only reached 
Southampton on 8th September, under the com- 
mand of Don Juan de Lezcano,^ when the naval 
campaign was practically over.* However, Lezcano 
was cheered : after a first reward of 6/. 13^. 4^., he 
received 100/. ; his son and three other captains, 
100/. ; 300/. were * distributed among the whole 
army.' * After three months' stay, Lezcano returned 
to Spain at the end of December.* 

On the other hand, Louis XII. endeavoured to 
decide the Kings of Denmark and Scotland in his 
favour.^ 

Louis XII. urged James IV. to send him a naval 
force, according to the treaty of 22nd May last, but 
the Scottish fleet was not yet ready ; it appears that

II. — The Naval Campaign 0/ i^i^. 

In 15 1 2 the English had been ready long before 
the French ; they had cruised three times in the 
Channel and landed in many places in Brittany, 
capturing the smaller ships, burning what they 
could not take with them. The French admiral 
had turned back at very first sight of them. 

The tide began to turn when Pr6gent de Bidoux 
arrived in Brittany in the autumn of 151 2 ; he had 
ranged along the coast of Spain and found a shelter 
in the ports of Emmanuel, King of Portugal, from 
the Spanish admiral Lezcano, to the great indigna- 
tion of Ferdinand the Catholic* His galleys were 
fitted with three basilisks, which excited Peter 
. Martyr s admiration : * One shot of those marvellous 
' guns can sink any man-of-war. ' * 

Prdgent, born in Gascony,* near Tarbes, had had 
a high reputation in the Mediterranean for the last 
fifteen years : Knight of Rhodes, he had fought 
against the Turks at Negropont and in the Archi- 
pelago ; later, he had defended Naples against the 
Spaniards; in 15 10 he had won a brilliant action

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against the Venetians, and had successfully guarded 
the Riviera from Genoa to Marseilles. He was a 
sound tactician, and the naval action of 1510 was 
still quoted as an example by Italian military writers 
of the middle of the sixteenth century. 

Pr6gent had only six galleys, which were under 
his command independent of the admiral of the 
fleet. The galleys being flat-bottomed, and draw- 
ing but little water, could go where the ships could 
not follow them, and with their oars could move 
against wind or tide. In a calm one of the galleys 
was superior to three or four rowbarges, * and could 
drown with their oars as many boats as came within 
the reach of them.' ^ 

His arrival inspired an unusual activity in 
France. The galleys were supplied with convicts 
from the prisons of Angers (December 1512).^ 
Eleven ships were equipped at Brest at the cost of 
the King and Queen ; 15 or 16 in Normandy,® well , 
provided with guns.* Guyon le Roy, S"" du Chillou, 
was appointed admiral in the place of Clermont 
(Blois, 25 January, 1513), and Louis XII. urged 
him to lose no time.^ The Louise was victualled at 
Honfleur for three months (6 March).^ 

Two French ambassadors had left for Scotland 
in November 1 5 1 2 ; ^ but they returned, one by the 
West coast, the other by the East coast, without 
any satisfactory result®

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Pr6gent was at Brest preparing for some mysteri- 
ous enterprise : * II y a tant grand appareil que c*est 
merveiUe ' (wrote a spy), * mais pour aller oil on ne 
sait* (February 1513).^ It was thought that the 
French would try to land at Plymouth or at 
Falmouth.* 

After all, on Sunday, 13 March, Pr6gent left 
Brest with only his galleys,^ but bad weather, lack 
of victual, and pestilence prevented him from cross- 
ing the Channel : * II y a longtemps que je n'ai 
escript k cause du temps contraire que j'ai eu pour 
passer en Angleterre, depuys le temps que je partis 
de Brest, qui fut le 1 3® jour de mars, et aussi pour 
les maladies et mortaIit6s que j'ai eu aux galores.' * 

In the meantime du Chillou left Honfleur, on 
board the Louise, with 1 5 or 1 6 sail, and on his way 
to Brest gave the islands of Guernsey and Aldemey 
licence to carry on their trade with Normandy, 
under French control.^ 

It seemed that the French were not to be taken 
this time by surprise, like the year before, although 
Henry VIII. had greatly and rapidly increased his

the 6 gales et all be redy, as he saitht, and tare bovt upon the 

16 saills that are at Ou[n£[eur and Di]ep whiche I thenke be ther 

by thys tyme. And ther be abought an enterpryse as they 

say, the in Falmought haven or Plemought. Albeit they 

be acustomed [to] make the breuct in one place and goo too 

another, this I have doo before this time, me semeitht, under 

your corexshon, it were right nesesary that the west partes wer 
sene too and provyshon made for them ' (John Wiltshire to 
Henry VIII., 20 March, 15 13: Brit. Mus., Cott, App. L, fol. 40).

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naval power. Between October 1 5 1 2 and February 
1 5 13 all the ships were repaired.^ Others were 
built or at least begun : the Henry Grace Dieu, 
and three rowbarges (or galleys). Others were 
bought : the Catherine Forteleza, the Gabriel 
Royal,* the John Hopton, the Nicholas Reede (or 
Great Nicholas). A Genoese carrack, the Maria de 
Loreto, was arrested at Dartmouth. Two or three 
lists of ships were drawn up and revised by the King 
and Wolsey :^ 23 King's ships, 5 hired ships, and 
the victuallers. ; 

Henry VHI. pressed Ferdinand the Catholic to 
send him another fleet (December 15 12), but the 
King of Aragon, having secured the kingdom of 
Navarre for himself, decided to do no more, and a 
few months later he signed a truce with France 
(i April, 1513). 

The English fleet was ready by the middle of 
March ; it was well furnished with men and ordnance, 
but very badly with beer and biscuit : * For God's ' 
sake,' says Sir Edward Howard, in his first letter, 
* haste your Council to send us down our victual. 
. . • I pray God that He send our victual shortly, 
for in Christendom out of one realm was never seen 
such a fleet as this. I assure you, with our barkets 
come to us, that the first wind that come, we might 
be doing service.'* All the pursers remained in 
London to hasten the victuals.

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Sir Edward Howard left the Thames on 19 
March, but bad weather kept him for some days in 
the Downs : * I need not to write unto you what 
storms we had, for you know it well enough.' He 
wrote from Plymouth (5 April) : ' God send us good 
tidings * of the victuallers, and he a:sked * to fill their 
■bellies full/ 

Before leaving England, he commended himself 
to the King, to the * Queen s noble grace,* to ' all 
good ladies and gentlewomen,* to his 'fellows* Sir 
Charles Brandon and Sir Henry Gyldeford ; he 
besought his father for his blessing, and wrote to 
his wife/ Although he was full of enthusiasm, he 
felt how difficult was the enterprise of fighting 
against the French fleet, which would always 
* resort into the chamber of Brest,* ^ where it was 
impossible to land ; the rowbarges, in such a 
^ dangerous undertaking, ought to be manned by con- 
victs, that ' would rather venture their lives than 
have a shameful death.' 

Sir Edward Howard left Plymouth on Sunday, 
10 April, without his victuallers, and the following 
day he met, near St. Matthews, 1 5 sail, * which, as 
soon as they spied us, fled like cowards.* ^ The 
French were closely blockaded in Brest, however, 
and Pr^gent, who had been obliged to resort to 
St. Malo for refreshments, was separated from 
Admiral du Chillou. The opportunity was good for 
the English, but, * on God's name,* let the victuallers 
come. 

Sir Edward Howard ' came into Bertheaume Bay,

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and there lay at anchor in sight of the French navy, 
which kept itself clos within the haven of Brest, 
without proffering to come abroad. 

'The English, perceiving the manner of the 
Frenchmen, determined to set on them in the haven, 
and making forward in good order of battle, at their 
first entry, one of their ships, whereof Arthur Planta- 
genet was captain, fell on a blind rock, and burst 
asunder: by reason whereof, all the others stayd, 
and so the English captains, perceiving that the 
haven was dangerous to enter without an expert 
lodesman, they cast about and returned to their har- 
borough at Bertheaume Bay again. The Frenchmen, 
perceiving that the Englishmen meant to assail 
them, moored their ships so near to the castle of 
Brest as they could, and placed bulwarks on the land 
on every side to shoot at the Englishmen. Also they 
trapped together 24 great hulks that came to the 
Bay for salt, and set them on a row, to the intent 
that if the Englishmen had come to assault them, 
they would have set those hulks on fire, and have 
let them drive with the stream amongst the English 
ships.* ^ 

Plantagenet's ^ ship was probably the Nicholas of 
Hampton : * He was in a marvellous danger, for it 
was marvel that the ship, being with all her sails, 
striking full but a rock with her stem, that she 
broke not on pieces at the first stroke.' ® Planta- 
genet 'called upon Our Lady of Walsingham for

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help and comfort, and made a vow that, and it 
pleased God and her to deliver him out of the peril, 
he would never eat flesh nor fish till he had seen 
her.* ^ So he left the fleet, and his crew was divided 
among the other ships. 

Sir Edward Howard had landed twice on both 
sides of Brest ^ *to content somwhat the men's 
minds, which are hardly handled in the distributing 
of dayly vitalling, by reason that as yet our victuall- 
ing is not come to us.' 

The French * be seen underneath the castle, and 
they have all the hulks afore the mouth of the 
haven, for because we should do them no hurt.' 

Some victuallers left Queenborough, under the 
convoy of Edward Echyngham, 1 3 April ; but they did 
not reach the Trade before the igth.^ * Then I came 
aboard to my lord Admiral and then I trow there 
was never a knight more welcome to his sovereign 
lady than I was to my lord Admiral and to the whole 
army, for because I brought the victuals with me ; 
for of ten days before there was no man in all the 
army that had but one meal a day and one 
drink.'* That fresh victual was soon exhausted, 
and when W. Sabyn arrived, on 24 April, with 
9 crayers, there was not sufficient for three days on 
board.* Three Spanish ships, Captains W. Gonson, 
J. Iseham, and Richard Barclay, had not left Queen- 
borough on 24 April,* and they did not go further 
than Dartmouth. 

The position was untenable, and Sir Edward 
j Howard was literally compelled by want of food

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and drink either to return to England with dishonour, j /^ / : 
or else to try to land at all risks. 

He ignored the danger : * As for the galleys, if 
they come any hour by day or by night, the boats 
and small vessels and rowgalleys shall lay them 
sharply aboard, and rather than they escape us, I have 
assigned Harper, the Thomas of Hull, my bark, 
Trevinian's bark, and 2 or 3 small ships not to spare 
to give them, and though they should run them 
aground for to make them sink.' Spaniards and Scots 
seemed to have a better appreciation of Pr6gent. 
Some Spanish victuallers in the company of Echyng- 
ham were much afraid, on 19 April, about 10 a. m., 
when they sighted the French galleys, for they said, 
* Now is the day coming that we shall be fain to 
go to the hospital ' ! On the other hand, James IV., 
threatened by Nicolas West, Ambassador of Eng- 
land, said that he would appeal from the Pope to 
Pr^gent : * Appellabo ad Petrum Johannem.' ^ 

On Friday, 22 April, * 6 galleys and 4 foists came 
through part of the King's navy, and they sank 
the ship that was master Compton's, and struck 
through one of the King's new barks, the which Sir 
Stephen Bull is captain of, in 7 places, that they 
that was within the ship hade much pain to hold 
her above the water.* * Pr^gent, having himself lost 
one foist, went into Whitsand Bay* and remained 
there all Saturday. Upon Sunday, 24 April, * my 
lord Admiral appointed 6,000 men for to land between 
Whitsand bay and Conquet, and so to come unto

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the backside of the galleys, and as we were landing my 
lord admiral espied Sabyn coming under sail, and 
then that purpose was lost, for every captain had 
put his men into victuallers/ 

Then, although Sabyn, an experienced sailor, 
tried to turn Howard's mind, and showed him the 
King's credence,^ the Admiral, * sore set upon by a 
Spaniard,* Alfonso Charran, captain of a carrack,* 
decided to go forward. The great ships returned into 
the Trade, * so for to abide still before the haven of 
Brest, that the navy of France should not come out, 
whilst the small ships should run upon the galleys.' 

The instructions brought by Sabyn are not 
preserved, neither is Howard's letter, received at the 
Court by Sabyn's hands on 17th April ; therefore it is 
impossible to say if Holinshed was right or not when 
he wrote : * The lord Admiral, perceiving the French 
navy thus lie in fear, wrote to the King to come 
thither in person, and to have the honour of so high 
an enterprise. Which writing the King's Council ^ 
nothing allowed, for putting the King in jeopardy 
upon the chance of the sea. Wherfore the King 
wrote to him sharply again, commanding him to 
accomplish that which apperteined to his duty. 
Which caused him to adventure things farther than 
wisdom would he should, to his utter undoing 
and casting away.' However, Sir Edward Howard 
decided to board Pr^gent's galleys. At 4 p.m. on 
Sunday, 25 April, 15 13, he went into one of the 
two rowbarges, and 80 men with him ; lord Ferrers

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was in the other rowbarge. Sherborne and Sydney 
went in a crayer, Wallop and Cheyne in another. 
* These were they that enterprised for to win the 
French galleys.' 

The enterprise was a mere folly : no ship could 
come to the galleys for want of water, and the 
galleys lay between rocks, defended by 'bulwarks 
full of ordinances, the which were so thick with 
guns and crossbows that the quarrels and the 
gunstones came together as thick as it had been 
hailstones.* ^ 

Sir Edward Howard boarded Pr6gent*s galley, 
casting his grapnel into her and fastening the rope 
to the capstan ; then he leaped out of his rowbarge, 
Charran and i6 others with him. But, for fear of 
the French ordnance,^ his companions turned back 
and left the Admiral in Pr6gent*s hands, with 
Charran : the grapnel rope had slipped or been cut ; 
Charran asked his boy to fetch him his hand gun, 
and when the boy came up the barge had drifted 
away. The Admiral waved with his hands and 
cried : * Come aboard again ! Come aboard again ! ' 
He then took one of his whistles (*sifflet d'honneur') 
from his neck and 'hurled it into the sea.' He was 
thrust against the rails of the galley with morrice 
pikes and thrown overboard. 

Lord Ferrers shot 200 sheaves of arrows among 
the French galleys ; so did Cheyne and Wallop, 
while Sherborne and Sydney charged Pr^gent's 
galley and broke several of her oars.'

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Then the English consulted and returned to the 
great ships in the Trade, in confusion (* comme gens 
confus ')} 

Three captains, Cheyne, Cornwall, and Wallop, 
went on shore with * a standard of peace,' and spoke 
to Prdgent, who answered : * Sirs, I assure you I 
have no English prisoners within my galley but one, 
and he is a mariner, but there was one that leaped out 
into my galley with a gilt target on his arm, the 
which I cast over with morrice pikes, and the 
mariner that I have prisoner told me that same 
man was your Admiral.* 

Sir Edward Howard's body was found and 
brought to Pr^gent, at Conquet, on 28th April, 
about midday. The body was embalmed, and 
Pr^gent sent to the Princess Claude, Louis XI I. 's 
daughter, Howard's armour (* d^pouille '), and to 
Queen Anne the whistle * of command ' (* celuy de 
quoy il commandoit '). 

The scene of the battle was drawn and sent to 
Louis Xn. 

The English fleet returned to Plymouth on 30th 
April, and was badly received by the King, who sent 
to the captains a very sharp letter.* Thomas Howard, 
appointed admiral on 4th May, found *the worst 
ordered army and farthest out of rule ' that he ever 
saw. The day he came there, there were more than 
half the army on land, robbing and stealing and 
doing much hurt.' *At my coming to Exeter I 
heard of their departing, and so have sent through 
all the country to bring them again.* He set up a

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pair of gallows at the waterside, where he thought 
he might have to hang a dozen knaves.* The 
mariners and masters were as ' troubled ' and ' dis- 
couraged * as the soldiers. * Never man saw men 
in greater fear than all the masters and mariners be 
of the galleys, insomuch that in a maner they had 
as lief go into Purgatory as into the Trade.' 
They agreed, * with one whole voice and all in one 
tale,' that if the wind had blown at S. W., or W.S.W., 
or W. by S., the English fleet would have run into 
Crozon Bay, with a great chance of being destroyed 
by French guns. 

But the strongest excuse they gave for their 
* coming from the parts of Brittany without the 
King's commandment ' was * they had great de- 
fault of victuals.' It is always the same complaint : 
in his very first letter. Lord Thomas Howard says 
that he cannot return to the Trade before three or 
four days, * considering that your army would not 
have their victual in before that time.' Wolsey 
answered that it was impossible to revictual the 
fleet for 6 weeks or a month at least, before it left 
for Brest, if the casks were broken or burnt as they 
were by soldiers or mariners. Whereas some ships 
had received, at the beginning of March, 756 pipes, 
they had redelivered scantly 80 foists of them.* 

During a whole month Lord Thomas Howard, 
Richard Fox, bishop of Winchester, appointed by 
the King, and John Dawtrey were busy with the 
victualling of the fleet'

It was thus that Thomas Howard could m 
long cherish the hope of avenging his brother's 
death, and at last he was ordered ' not to enter 
the water of Brest till he knew further of the King's 
pleasure' (4 June).* Then he asked the King to 
discharge the hired ships, if the fleet could do no 
good service : it would only be useful if Scots and 
Danes joined the French, who would never fight by 
themselves. 

Howard's views were quite right. The Nor- 
mandy ships, after remaining a few days at Concar- 
neau,' returned to Honfleur, where they unloaded 
\ their ordnance,' while Pregent's galleys were unable 
'to do any service for many weeks, as a great number 
of rowers were sick or wounded and part of the

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convicts had been released.* But Louis XII. 
pressed once more James IV. to send his fleet : 
William Bruce had left Dieppe, on 20 April 1 5 1 3, 
in John Barton's ship ; * Robert Barton left Hon- 
fleur a month later in his ship, the Lion (22 May),' 
while a French ambassador. La Motte, went 
aboard the Petite Louise at Brest, in order to reach 
Scotland by the west coast. However James IV. 
did not seem ready to declare himself against Henry 
VIII. ; he sent him on 24 May a copy of the truce 
made on i April between France and Spain, and 
urged him to explain his wish to be included in it. 
Surely, he added, Henry VIII.'s late Admiral, *who 
died to his great honour,' was a greater loss than the 
winning of Pr^gent's galleys would have been an 
advantage.^ 

The naval war was at an end and all the interest 
was in the continental struggle. Henry VIII. 
landed at Calais at the end of June, and made a 
short and successful campaign at Th^rouenne and 
Tournai^ (July — Sept. 15 13). 

During his absence, James IV. at last pulled 
off the mask; he sent a fleet to Louis XII. and 
invaded England, where he fell at Flodden. His 
fleet left Leith, on 25 July, under the command of 
the earl of Arran, and reached Brest about six 
weeks later, after plundering Carrickfergus.^

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Great naval preparations were made in France ; 
Pr^gent's galleys were supplied with rowers and 
crossbowmen (July) ; ^ the ships of Brittany* 
and Normandy^ were victualled for two months 
(August), under the control of Philippe de la Pri- 
maudaye.* Louis de Rouville was appointed 
admiral of the Franco- Scottish fleet (17 Sept);* 
a warrant was issued for the payment of victuals 
and wages to Breton and Scottish ships (23 Sept.), 
and 400 extra mariners were levied in Nor- 
mandy. 

The Franco-Scottish fleet was intended to pre- 
vent Henry VIII.'s returning from Picardy to 
England (Oct 15 13), but it was scattered by a 
storm and so failed of its purpose.^ The three 
largest Scottish ships remained in Louis XIL's pay, 
and the remainder returned to Edinburgh at the 
beginning of November.^ 

During the winter 15 13-15 14, the English fleet 
was not entirely discharged,® and the French ships 
were kept at St Malo,* Honfleur, and Dieppe,^® 
ready to sail on the first notice, while naval prepara- 
tions were steadily going on in Normandy" and 
Picardy. ^^ 

French privateers scoured the Channel : " on 1 2th 
January, 15 14, a bark of Boulogne captured a boat

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of Dover, • the which was sent over for the convey- 
ance of the budgeL* ^ 

The 'plain saying* was that the French King 
would send 20,000 men into Scotland, with the 
Duke of Albany, and Henry VIII. was rfip^^rted 
to be preparing for another landing in Picaniy. 

But France and England wished to ccjmc to 
friendly terms, and a truce was agreed on in March 
1 514. It did not prevent Pregent leaving Dieppe 
about the middle of April and threatftning ' to 
come to Calais and bum our ships in the haven. ' ' 
•Widi his galleys and foists, charjjed with great 
basflisks and other artillery, he came on the borders 
of Sussex in the night season, at a poor vill;ige there 
called Brighthelmstone, and burnt it, taking such 
goods as he found But when the people bf:gan to 
gather, by firing the beacons. Prior John sounded 
his trumpet to call his men aboard, and by that time 
It was day. Then certain archers that kept the 
watch followed Prior John to the sea, and shot so 
fast that they beat the galley men from the shore, 
and wounded many in the foist to which Prior John 
was constrained to wade, and was shot in the face 
with an arrow, so that he lost one of his eyes, and 
was like to have died of the hurt. And therefore 
he offered his image of wax before Our Lady at 
Boulogne, with the English arrow in the face for a 
miracle.

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the English coasts, sent Sir John Wallop^ to the 
sea with divers ships, which sailing to the coasts of 
Normandy, landed there and burnt 21 villages and 
towns, with divers ships in the haven of Tr^port, 
Etaples, and otherwhere. Men marvelled greatly 
at the manful doings of Sir John Wallop, con- 
sidering he had not past 800 men, and took land 
there so often ' ^ [27 May]. 

At the beginning of June 15 14, Henry VI 1 1, 
commanded all the captains to * lie still ' and to make 
* no attempt nor excursion out of the pale ' of Calais.' 
Pr^gent left, two months later, for the Mediterranean, 
to try to save the wreck of French dominion beyond 
the Alps.* A part of the French fleet had never 
left St Malo,* and part of the victuals stored for the 
navy were sold at Honfleur." 

Thus ended this short naval war between France 
and England, without any general action : the 
endeavour, on both sides, was to be ready first and 
try to blockade and burn the enemy's fleet As 
M. Oppenheim has so well remarked, a navy was 
as yet but an accessory, and *the army was still 
considered the effective weapon of offence.' ^ But 
two noticeable facts can be deduced from these 
pages : on the French side, the superiority of 
ordnance; on the English side, the weak part of 
the naval organisation, viz. the bad victualling, 
which prevented the fleet doing any real service, 
however gallant and disciplined men and captains 
could be.

1672, in the Bibliotheque Nationale, is 
thus described byjal.^ * The Cordeliere, in the fore- 
ground of the picture and to windward of the Regent, 
has one sloping and two vertical masts, with round 
tops, above which are topmasts carrying topsails. 
The sails are furled, but the mainsail and the fore- 
sail are loose and are beginning to burn. The 
sides of the castles are fitted with apavesade of shields, 
some bearing the ermine of Brittany, some white with 
a black cross. The streamers flying from the masts 
are of the same colours. The rigging of the Cor- 
deliere is correctly shown : we see distinctly the 
shrouds, the lifts and the stays ; the artist has not for- 
gotten to haul the bowline of the mainsail ; the upper 
part oT the ports Is round, and the tops are stored 
with quarrels. The Regent is almost entirely hidden 
by the Cordeliere ; however we can distinguish two 
of her three masts, the mainsail and the mizen ; the 
foremast ought to be seen. Castles and tops are 
pavesaded with shields, white with a red cross, the 
streamers are similar. A few men are in the 
shrouds : the French mariners wear red jackets and 
blue or black breeches.*

Thomas Knyvet, 
captain of the Regent, perished, and 120 English 
escaped out of 800 ; 20 Frenchmen have been taken 
prisoners out of 1,500. Another French man-of- 
war was shot at and pursued. The English fleet 

expect Pr^gent's galleys before a week ; Marco de Martinengo 
applied then to the Parliament of Provence (Bib. Nat., MSS. 
Dupuy 261, fol. 120). Pr^gent was expected at Genoa since a 
fortnight : the Doge Campjofregoso thought (i July) *quod dicun- 
tur venire galee magnifici Peringiani, et jam sunt in Ripparia,' 
and the Venetian ambassador at Rome wrote (7 Aug. 1512): *Si 
ha nova a 2^noa si armava 6 galioni, 2 nave, e 2 barze, perche 
Zenoesi intendevano veniva armada di alcune galie di Franza ch' 
i in Provenza per socorer il castello di Lantema ' (Sanuto, xiv.

Sir, the Kateryn Fortileza hath so many leakis 
by reson of Bedell, the carpynter that worked in her 
at Wolwiche, that we have had moche to do to 
kepe her above water ; he hath bored an 100 agore 
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hoolis in her and left unstopte, that the water cam 
in as it wer in a seve. Sir, this day I have all the 
calkers of th' army on heer. I trust by to morow 
she shall be more stanche. 

Sir, wher ye write to me that ye send hois to 
take our pipes, Sir, thei ar such men that they wolde 
throw them that ye sent with the vitaill overboarde, 
and when the pipes had been brought and they goon 
from us, they throw them over borde and gotte into 
Flawnderes. Sir, I know no mannys proporcion 
but myn awne, nor one capitayn knowith what his 
purser hath receved, for we lafte all our pursers at 
London to hast furth our vitall, and nother here of 
our pursaris nor our vitaillis. And well I note that 
I have geven such ordre in despendyng of our vitaill 
that ther was never army so straited, not by one 
drynkyng in a day, which I knew well hath byn a 
grete sparyng, but for all this we be att yssew that 
I shewed you befor. 

And wheras ye write that it were no reason 
that the Kyng shulde pay for his awne good, Sir, 
I am of the same opinion. But, Sir, or ever I had 
knowlage of any man, the delyverars of vitell had 
receved dyvers foists of diverse shippes, and geven 
the stewards 4^. for every ton drawyng. Wich I 
thought a parelouse example, howbeit one that Atclif 
sent for the sealyng of certayn commissions for the 
takyng and preservyng of the foists showed me that 
maister Atclif had commaunded them to pay every 
man 4^. for the drawyng of a ton. And, Sir, if that 
had not byn, I shulde have seen all delyvered 
withoute any peny takyng ; but.

72. P regent de Bidoux to {^Florintond Robertet ?] 

(Conquet : 28 April, 15 13.) 

He has not written for a long time, on account 
of the wind having been foul for the passage to Eng- 
land, ever since he left Brest on 13 March, and also 
of the sickness and mortality on board his galleys. 

When he was at Portrieux he heard from M. du 
Chillou that the English fleet was out. He sailed as 
soon as possible to join him at Brest. When he came 
to St. Pol de L6on, the English were at St. 
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Matthews. Being stopped at Beurat by bad 
weather, he rode to Bertheaulme, to confer with the 
Grand Master of Brittany, who authorised him to 
hire 200 of the country-folk for rowers, in the room 
of those who were sick or dead. He then went to 
Brest, where M. du Chillou and other captains sup- 
plied him with seamen. He returned to Beurat ; 
was obliged by bad weather to stay three or four 
days at Bar-le-Duc ; and 30 or 40 ships came there 
to hinder him proceeding. On Friday, 22 April, he 
put to sea in a calm ; but the wind got up, and at 
the Croix-Porzmoguer, he found himself to leeward 
of them, in a very disadvantageous position. There 
were 45 or 50 English ships, and 4 or 5 of them, 
with two row-barges, came within a spear s length of 
the galleys, and for two hours there was a very sharp 
fight. The English then fled, losing four of their 
great ships, whicn were sunk, as also two store ships. 

The Grand Master and M. de Laval gave him, 
and ordered the country people to give him, all 
necessary assistance. They also supplied him with \ 
two culverins and two falcons. 

On Monday, 25 April, he was attacked by 30 
ships, and 25 or 30 barks. Howard, in the first row- 
barge, boarded him, with 45 or 50 men. The row- 
barge was cut adrift, and all the men, except two, 
were slain or thrown into the sea. The second 
row-barge then attempted to board, but was thrust 
off, as also three barks, with great loss on both sides. 
The other barks fled, returning to the great ships 
at St. Matthew's ; and the next day the galleys went 
to Conquet. 

Of the two prisoners, one, a Fleming, was badly 
wounded and died. The other was an Englishman. 
They both stated positively that the Admiral was in 
the first row-barge, and they described his armour. 
Pr^gent found the Admiral's body on the afternooa 
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of the 28th, and told the Grand Master and M. de 
Laval, who directed him to acquaint the King and 
Queen, and take their pleasure as to how the body 
was to be buried. Meantime, whilst waiting for 
their answer, it is to be embalmed. He has had it 
disembowelled and salted, and the apothecary will 
embalm it the next day. He should like to keep the 
heart for himself, and hopes this may be allowed. 

There are 13,000 or 14,000 fr. due to him ; he 
begs that the Queen may be spoken to about them. 
He has lost some 400 men, and desires that the 
number may be made up with convicts from the 
prisons of Paris or Blois. 

> The Queen gave Pr^gent a whistle. He now 
^sends her the Admiral's whistle * of command.* It 
weighs less than the one she gave Pr^gent, but is 
richer for her service. He sends the Admiral's 
clothes to Mme. Claude. He will have the scene of 
the battle painted. 

The Grand Master and M. de Laval have hardly 
changed their shirts since the enemy arrived ; and M M . 
du Cnasteau and Tavarant have been with Pr^gent 
night and day. He has written to the King.]

The English tried to 
land, but were repulsed by the country people, and 
did little damage ; it is thought that they have come 
on the coast of Brittany in order to detain the French 
there, and so leave the sea near Calais open.]

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Grras wyl not sende men to londe, yt wyl be hard to 
d[o them] dysplesur. Also ther be other places to 
do dysplesur, and men wyll p[ovt themjselfe to it, 
besydes the Trade, for me thynks to ly alwey in on 
betyng and remove not to sum other places, we 
shall do [no more] good, bot only to kepe in owr 
enymys, and as long as we [are on this] coste off 
Breton, they wyll never comm to the coste off 
Yngland, [unless] that we schold porsew them. Sir, 
ther is in the maine lo[nde of] Breton places to 
lande in, yf we wyll, and owre enymy sch . . . 
We wylle not venter so far with the army, and to us 
more avan[tage]. Also ther be places in France 
lyke wyse to londe in, yff men w[yll] do ther dyly- 
gens and do the kyng s Grras good servys, and 
l[et] not spende the Kyng's money and vetellys, bot 
that we [wyll] do hym some servys for yt. Also 
besides the mayne londe off Fra[nce], ther be serten 
hylands pertenyng to France that may be destro[yd 
at] owre plesur. 

And, Sir, whereas yowre maysterschippe gaff me 
commandement to scho my pore advyse, I have 
don yt, and I do yt to the utterest off my power. 
And whereas yt wyll p[lease] yowre good mayster- 
schyppe that he so be owre hed and governor, [and 
if] he wyll accept my pore advise, I schall never 
gyff hym [one] but that schal be to the honer off my 
soveren lord the Kyng, and I schal be ever the fryste 
man be londe and be wa[ter] myselfe in the fryste 
danger in any soche consell [to] gyff, yff I se yt may 
be don with reson, and I beseche you [to be so 
good] mayster, unto me that he so be owr Admyrall 
that I m . . . 

Sir, as for the enterprys on the galles, had not 
been don aft[er the] manor, yff I myght have had 
my mynde, God knowi[th. My]lorde Admyrall 
had skyrmyshyd with the galles afore I cafm]. 
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Whan I se them ly in so gret a strenght be w[ater 
and] londe, I comm unto mylorde Admyrall and 
schoyd hym [credens] and myne advyse. The 
wyche he was so sore set apon [me] be a Span- 
yarde ^ that I cowde not torne hys mynde. [The] 
Spannyarde poot hym in so gret comfort and sayd 
th[at there] were nothyng in manor that my lorde 
dred noth[yng]. More pyty yt was, howbeit he 
dyed lyke a vallyent [knyght]. And he was in- 
formyd by the same Spannyarde he . . . Jhesu have 
mersi, for now we be bodys withowte a hed [to the] 
dyscomforte off us all. 

Sir, I movyd mylorde Admyrall [last] Crystemmes 
to scho the kyng's Grras, for soche enterprys as [he 
wold] have to do, ther be many tall men in Yngland 
in convyct[yon] and that be worthy for to dy be the 
Kyng's lawys, as fe[lons] and other, that myght 
better be loste than other m[en],^ they wolde by my 
reson rather to venter ther lyvys then [have] ony 
schamfull dethe, and yff they dyd well, to have 
ther gawardon therafter. Sir, he that intends the 
warrys m[ust] ymagin that thyng to destroy hys 
ennymys as they m[ust] lyke wyse unto us, for, yff 
we schold make a raffe, thes scholde stonde us in 
good stede, for the flete off France wy[ll a]lway 
resorte into the chamber off Breste, and ther yt ys 
[not] possybyll to be don by owre londyng and be 
the menys the raff. And whereas other men wyll 
m . . . ., thies men wyll make lytyll danger for 
savyng off [ther lyvys].

76. Edward Echyngham to JVolsey. 

(Hampton : 5 May, 15 13.) 

[Pr^e;ent broke through the English fleet 
(22 April). Landing near Conquet (24). Attack on 
the French galleys and death of the Admiral (25). 
Cheyne, Cornwall and Wallop go on shore to ascer- 
tain the death. Bernardin at Bordeaux. Sickness. 
Return to Plymouth (30 April). Necessity of galley- 
convicts. Narrative of Echyngham's journey, from 
13 to 19 April, with the victuallers.] 

Sir, for to write unto you the newes of theis par- 
ties, they be so dolorous that vnneth I cane write 
them for sorrow ; how be it I have founde you soe 
good maister unto me that [it] heth pleasit you to 
cause the kynges most noble Grace to write unto

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me which hathe encoraged me for to send you in 
writyng of those thynges that I have sene. 

Upon Ffrydaye, the which was the 22*** day of 
Aprill, 6 galyes and 4 foysts came through parte of 
the Kynges navie, and there they sanke the ship 
that was maister Compton's, and strake through 
oone of the Kynges new barkes, the which sir 
Stephyn Bull is capiteyn of, in 7 placys, that they 
that was within the ship hade much payne to hold 
her above the watre. Then the ship bootes toke 
oon of the ffoystes, and the residew of the gallyes 
and ffoystes went into Whitsonbaye, besyde Conkett, 
and there thaye laye Satterdaye all daye. 

Upon Sondaye, mylord Amirall appoynted 
6000 men for to land betwene Whitsondbaye and 
Conkett, and so to come vrito the backside of the 
galyes. And as we were landing, mylorde Admy- 
rail espyede Sabyn commyng under sayle. And 
than that purp[ose] was loste, for euerye capiteyn 
hade put his men into vyttellers, and mylorde 
Admyrall sende M' Ffythwilliam unto all theym 
that ware capiteyns of the greate shypes for to 
retome into the Treade where as the greate shipes 
lay before the havyn of Brest, and soo for to abide 
still before the haven of Brest th[at the] armye of 
Ffraunce shuld not come oute, whillist that the small 
shippes s[hould run] upon the galyes. And the 
small shippes and the greate laye 4 myles... 

Upon Saynt Markes daye, the which was the 
25 daye of Aprill, mylord Admyrall appoynted 4 
capiteyns and hymself for to borde the [galyes. 
A]t 4 of the clok in the aftemone, my saide lorde 
went into [one of the galeys] hymself with 80 men 
with hym, and in thother [mylord] Ferris, with 
suche companye as hym semyd best, and . . . with 
2 small crayres, in oon of the crayres wfent] Wal- 
Pop], and in thother went sir Henry SQierbume] 
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and William Sidnaye. And theise were they that 
enterprysed for to wyn [the] ffrenche galyes, with 
helpe of the bootes, for there couth no ship comme 
[to] theyme for lack of water, for the said frenche 
galyes laye in a baye [betwene] rockes, and on both 
sides of the galyes was made bulwerkes [where] 
laye full of ordynaunce, that no boote nor vessel! 
couth comme unto them, but that they must comme 
betwene the bulwarkes, the which [were] soo thick 
with gonnes and crosbowis that the quarrelles and 
the gonstons came together as thick as it hade be 
haylestones. 

Ffor all this Mylorde wold needes borde the 
galyes his owen p[ers]on for there couth no man 
counsayle hym the contrary, and at the owre above 
wreten he bordit the galye that Preyer John was in. 
And as sone as he was aborde of Pryer J ohns galye, 
he le[ped] oute of his owne galye unto the fore castell 
of Pryer Johns galye, and Charran, the Spanyart, 
with hym, with 1 6 other persones. S[ir, by] advice 
of mylorde Admyrall and Charran, thay hade cast 
theyre ancre in to ... of the french galye, and 
fastened the cabull unto the capsten, for this con- 
[sideration] yf it happened . . . any of the galyes to 
nave bene on fyre, that they myght have vered the 
cabull and have fallen of But, Sir, how so ever it 
fo . . . the Frenchmen did hew asondr the cabull, 
or els somme of our [said] maryners in our galye 
lete slip the cable, when mylorde Admyrell [went] 
into the frenche galye, and all for fere of thordy- 
naunce that w[as on] the galyes and from the lande, 
and so they lefte this [poor Admerall in the] handes 
of his enymyes, wheras by divers mens sayfing] the 
Morris pickes. Sir, ther was a maryner that . . . 
the which is woundit in 18 placys . . ., the whiche 
by adventure recouered unto the boye of the galye, 
and soo the bote of the galye toke hym up, and 
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I«iir^(! pikrs (Ifalliwcll).

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Preter John, ridyng [on] horsbak. And soo they 
askid if they hade takyn any prisoners english or 
not, for Thomas Cheyne saide he hade a kynsman 
that [was] outher takyn or slayne among theym, 
and if they hade hym, [that] they wold assigne 
hym to his ransom and he wold paye it, or [else] 
that he myght be well kept and they shuld be richly 
rewardid [for] his kepyng, And then Pryer John 
stept forthe hymself and [said] to them : * Sirs, I 
ensure you I have no prysoners english within [my] 
galye but one, and he is a maryner, but there was 
oon that lep[t] into my galye with a gilt targett on 
his arme, the which I caste ouer borde with Morris 
pikes, and the maryner that I have prysoner told 
me that that same man was your Admyrall/ 

Sir [I have] forgoten to write you of the galye 
that my lord Fferris was in [with the] other com- 
panye. Sir, there came in my lord Fferris with his 
galye . . . fell among the other galyes, and there 
he shott all his ordy nance both pouder and stone', 
that he hade within borde, and he shott 200 sheif 
of arrois among theym in the galyes . . . was my 
lord Fferris had none of his owne f . . . but there 
was many in the same galye slayne and . . . When 
he sawe that the galye that my ... of and all his 
own ordynaunce . . ., then the lesser rowbarge 
came unto likewise, and at her commyng her master 
was slayne, and than came Thomas Chayne and 
Wallop in theyre crayre and they shott theyre ordy- 
naunce such as they hade. And then came sir Henry 
Sherborne and sir William Sidnaye, and they russhid 
aborde of Pryer Johns galye and brake parte of his 
oris on the one side. And so when they saw euery 
gone of from theym, and they last alone wenyng 
to theym that mylord Admyrall hade be still in the 
english galye, they came of foloyng our galye, and 
so they retorned all into the Treade, whereas the 
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greate ships laye without any more doyng, for they 
knew not perfitely where my lord Admirallwas. 

Sir, when the hoU armye knew that mylord 
Admirall was outher takyn or slajTie, I trow there 
was neuer men more full of sorrow then all we 
ware, ffor there was neuer noble man so ill lost as 
he was, that was of so gp-eate courage and hade so 
many vertues, and that rowled so greate an armye 
so well as he did and kept so good order and trew 
justice. Sir, I assure you as for now there is in this 
armye but small regarde takyn to any man of 
th'armye, [if it] shall please the kynges most noble 
Grace to admytt an Admyrall or . . . capiteyn 
generall over us, the which may be somme noble 
man . . . may be discrete, wise and sadd, and also 
that he may . . . feared and loved, for there was 
never armye that hade . . . We have at this tyme 
for to kepe good order and . . . 

Ffrere Bamardyn * is at Burdeos and there [are 
with hym] [t]en galyes, the which the Frenchmen 
... to Brest haven, howbeit ty ... in a calme, or 
els that they haue the londe to be theyre . . . 

Thies be the newes of thes parties, savyng that 
my lorde Fferris [is the one we] have chosen to our 
Admyrell, and sir Weston Brown with other of t[he 
Coun]saile hath yeven me and Harper* in commaund- 
ment for to go to Hampton for to wafte the vyders 
unto theym, for I was chosen for 3 consid[erations], 
furst bycause my ship is so good with a sayle, the 
second bycause I haue [a] gretter store of vitaile 
within borde then any other ship in th'armye, the 
third was all my men ware holl without any siknes. 

Sir, I certifie you that there be many men slayne

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at this small skyrmysh, and there is also in th'armye 
many seke men, and that is not in one ship but in 
euery [one of] th'armye, and many dethe of the 
measilles and other siknes that is among us, and as 
in my ship I hade neuer oone dede but one yet, I 
hade . . . and I thanke God I haue recouered 
theym by the [way] of suche spices ... as I have 
within borde. 

Sir, upon Satterday, the last daye of Aprill, [the] 
holl navye came to Plymouth, and on Sonday I se 
my selfe a bote of sikmen [la]nd out of a ship of 
th'armye, and two of those men, assone as they felt 
. . . the erth, they fell down and dede. Sir, as me 
semyth, yf the [kyng s] noble Grace will have his 
galyes and his rowbargis to do any harme to the 
Fren]chmen], he must put into theym somme gentil- 
man that is of god corage . . . capiteyn and of the 
best maryners and most hardiest that be in his 
realme . . . the rowers in the saide galys must be 
tyed fast with cheyns or ells . . . when men shall 
have most nede of them and that they must . . . 
And also they must be well manyd with archers 
and with . . ., and they that shall be capteyns and 
maryners in the saide galys, ye [must give] theym 
greate rewarde if they do well, and th . . . and 
Irely to sett on theyr enemys, or els noman . . . 
[en] due the payne. Sir, ther was neuer oon of . . . 
of theym the which lacketh no ... be foresene 
that the . . . 

[Sir, after] departyng out of Yngland, upon 
Wedynsday [13 day of] April I spiede a sayle thwart 
of Bechif,^ the which I reknyd a Frenche[man]. We 
chasid him 2 or 3 owres, and so at the last she 
stroke sayle and so it ... a hulk of Ffreselonde, 
and so we departed from her and drewe westward 
along [the coast of the] sees all that day and nyght

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the clok in the aftemone we came . . . that durst 
go no fferder for 

to bryng theym to the armye. 

The 19 day we . . . and at 10 of the clok in 
the mornyng we aspied the French galeys amongst 
the rocks, and at that tyme I was chasyng a Bryton 
and . . . vytlers lying on the see horde of me, and 
assone as I perceived the galy, I . . . rownd to the 
vytlers and left my chase, or ells the vytlers had bene 
t . . . everychone. Then, when we came to the 
vytlers, we espied 22 sayle . . . withyn 2 myle of 
the galys, wherfore we reknyd theym the French 
[flete]. Sir, ye saw never men so feared as the 
Spanyarts were, for they s[aid] : * Now is the day 
corny ng that we shal be fayne to go to the hospital.' 
Then they in the top spied another company of 
ships lyeng in the . . . And so we made about 
unto them saylyng through the brode so[unde] 10 
myle out of our course, and came into the Treade 
the same day, the Kynges most royall army beyhg 
in Brest water, with the vytlers in my company. 
And then I came aborde to mylorde Admyrall, and 
then I trow there was never knyght more welcome 
to his soveraign lady [then] I was to mylord Ad- 
myrall and unto all the holl armye, for by[cause I] 
brought the vytlers with me, for of 10 days before 
ther was no . . . all the armye that hade but one 
mele a day and one drynke. 

. . . thus an ende of this symple lettre, and I 
prayng God to sende . . . honorable fortune.

[Why the fleet left Brittany without order : lack 
of victuals, fear of Pr^gent's galleys and ordnance. 
List of men slain and hurt Danger of Sir Edward 
Howard's enterprise. If the King does not send a 
sufficient force, there is nothing to be done in the 
Trade, and something may be attempted towards La 
Rochelle.] 

Please it your most noble Grace to understand 
yesternight I cam unto Dertmouth at 9 of the clok, 
and this daye at oon of the clok I cam hydder as 
wery a man of rydyng as ever was any. At which 
tyme I assembled in the Mary Rose my lorde Ferrers 
and all oder noblemen and capeteynes and most 
expert masters of your army, and ther rehersed 
unto them your commandement yeven unto me, and 
after that I enquired of them the cause of their 
comyng from the parties of Breten without your 
commandement. Unto which they answered with 
oon hole voyce and all in oon tale they did it upon 
dyverse and resonable groundys. Oon was they 
had grete defawte of vyttell and had not in their 
borde for 3 days, notwithstandyng that Sabyan 
brought with him 9 crarys ladyn with vittells. And 
such vittellers as were appoynted for them, came 
from London hydder and to Dertmouth, and here 
remayned till the cummyng bidder of your armye, 
without cummyng to them.^ Oon other cause was,

Whereupon [I] resoned 
with your masters, seying if the galyes nad cum 
forth and that your 2 gallies and 2 rowbarges with 
the help of the boats had sett on them, what they 
thought they had been able to have doon to the 
said galies. And with oon accorde they answered 
me that oon of the gg^lies in a calme wolde distresse 
your 2 galies and rowbarges and to drown with 
their oorys as many bootys as cam within the reche 
of them. And also all the masters saye that, if the 
wynde had blownen streynably at S. W., or W.S.W., 
or W. and by S., ther had been no remedy, [and by] 
force they must have renne into Croydon Baye, 
wher they shuld have ly . . . nere, the shorys of 
both sidys beying allredy soor bullewerked, that, with- 
out [they] Bad been able to have betyn the French- 
men from the londe, the said French[men with] their 
ordenaunce myght have destrqyed all your fflete 
lying ther. And as [accordyng] to the actuell ffeitys 
of 2ul such noblemen and gentylmen as were pr[e- 
sent], my broder, the Admyrall, was drowned 
(whom Jesu perdon !) I assure your [Grace] herforth 
as I can be anywise understande, they handelid them 
self as [well as ever] men did to opteyne their Mas- 
ters pleasure and favor. 

Syr, ther w[er with my brother] 175 men, of 

cam not to my said lord in the Trade in Breten till on St. Maries 
daye ' (Brewer, i. 4376). 
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whome wer left on life but 56,^ and of those [beyng 
wyth] my lord Ferrers, men 25 slayne and 20 hurte, 
and may galye had not fallen on grounde beyng 
nere the shoore, then the od[er in likejwise horded 
as the oder dyd and of lyklyhode ferre had es- 
caped. . . . Sherborne and sir William Sydney 
horded a galie, they beying in a small [crayer], and 
yet by fortune had but 3 men slayne and 7 hurte 
. . . Thomas Cheny and Wallop beying in a littell 
crare horded in lykewise and yet they had no man 
slayne nor hurte. William Tolly and his broder 
Sir Robert B ... of all men and had 12 men 
slayne and above 20 hurte. Wiseman m . . . 
horded not, but he had all his men slayne or hurte. 
Sir Wystan Bro[wne had] 3 men slayne, and 
dyverse oder bootys had many men slayne and 
hurte. [Please] your Grace that, as ferre as I can 
understand by any mannys report, [it was] the most 
daungerfull enterprise that ever I harde of, and the 
most manly handeled of the setters on, insomuche 
that I see no lyklyhode [nor] possybillyte to brynge 
the maryners to rowe the galies or bootys to s[hore 
without] other bargen. Sir I had forgetyn 2 men 
that did aswell as was possibl : [it] was Gurney 
beying in the Jenet Purwyn, and good Lewes with 
the oon ... in the Elizabeth of New'ecastell. as 
well apperyd by the slaughter of . . . and bowgyng 
of their ships. And all oder gentilmen which had 
[part] of the enterprise ar the most angrye men in 
the worlde that they ha[ve . . . therof. 

Also, Sir, plees it your Grace to understande I 
have declared . . . unto all the capitaynes and 
masters howe your Grace wold I shuld [with the] 
armye retourne unto the Trade, demaundyng of

[as the] masters have answerd me that, consyderyng 
the gret fortifycation out . . . the gret daunger of 
the galies if a calm cum, the great daunger o[f the] 
wyndys afore rehersed, if they fortune to blow 
streynably, they all [beyng of one] mynde say pre- 
cysely they see no lyklyhoode nor possybyllite but 
that o[ur retourne] there shall rather tourne to our 
great reproche, losse of ships and [men than] oder- 
wyse. And also they all thynke it not possyble, 
the premysses consi[derd] anythynge that may re- 
dounde to the honour of your Grace, your re[alm 
and] oure poore honesties, oonless that your Grace 
wold so furnysshe us with [all, that] we myght be 
able both to kepe our shippes and also to defend 
[them against] your enemyes for 5 or 6 dayes : which 
doon, all the expert capTteyns and] masters thynk 
veraly your Grace shall not oonly cause us to 
dfestroy the ships] of Fraunce with the galies, but 
also put your enemyes to the . . . that ever they 
had in Bretyn.

I am sure not so fewe as 500. At which tyme, if I 
have no worde from your Grace, the wynde servyng 
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with Goddys grace, I shall see the Trade. And if I 
can perceyue any thynge that may be doon, I shall 
accomplyssh the same to the best of my power, and 
if it may stande with your pleasure that I shall seke 
along the cost of Breten beyond the Trade ho we I 
maye most anoye your enemyes, I beseeche your 
Grace I maye be advertised thereof, for, Sir, if your 
pleasure shal be to send us no gretter nowmbre of 
men, as ferre as I can perceyue by all your masters, 
the gretter displeasures that we may do your ene- 
myes shal be beyonde the trade to Rochell ward, 
wher if your Grace woU that we shall medill with 
the yles patessed,^ as they have doon with yours, I 
dowte not to do them great hurte. And as towchyng 
the flete that lyeth at Brest, they dare not come 
forth toward the west parties of your realm, for, and 
they did, that wynde that shuld serue them shuld 
seme me to clap betwene them and home, which I 
pray God to geve me grace onys to see. And as 
for vittelers, your seruantys from Hampton beyni 
come to me I dowte not to be well furnesshed [for 
2 moneths. And if they wold go to Normandye 
warde, then I wold trust your Grace shuld shordy 
haue your pleasure of them. Syr, I can saye no 
more unto your Grace. Myn poore advise shalbe, 
heryng so moche as I have herd, that eyther your 
Grace shall send us a sufficient company to londe, 
or ells to let us seke oure best ad[vantage], for in 
the Trade, if your masters may be trustyd, is nothyng 
to be doon, and in the letter wich I send Master 
Awlmesner, your Grace shall understande [more] and 
thus our Lord preserue your most noble Grace.

78. Thomas Howard to Wolsey. 

(Plymouth : 7 May [15 13].) 

[The English army demoralised and in great 
fear of Pr^gent's galleys and ordnance. The King's 
letter has discouraged captains and men]. 

Myn owne gode Master Awlmowsner, all such 
matier as I have wryten to the kyng s Grace off, 
I woU leve unwriten to you, assewring you that I 
have here fownd the worst ordered armye and 
furthest owte of rewle that ever I saw. This day 
when I cam hither, I am sewer ther wer more then 
half the armye on lande, and I fere me, by hering 
say, ther is a grete nomber stolen away. At my 
commyng to Exeter, I herd of their departyng and 
so have sent thorow all the contre to bryng them 
agayne. Never man saw men in greter fere then 
aU the masters and maryners be off the galies, 
insomoche that in a maner they had as leve go into 
Purgatory as to the Trade. But that notwith- 
standyng, iff the kyng's Grace send me not contrary 
commandement, I trust to be there by Fryday at 
the furthest. Also the Kyng's lettre sent to the 
captayns hath gretly trobled and discoraged them, 
for they had trusted to have had grete thanks, and 
undowted as many jentilmen as wer warned theroff, 
did as valiauntly as was possible. And as for the 

gdies myght have be brent, but my brothir (whom 
od pardon) was so feise that he wold suffer no man 
to cast in wyldfier, and the said galies dyd our men 
but litell hurt But both the shorys wer so well 
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bulwarked and so innewmerable ordinance therin 
that it is to wonderful! to here the report of them 
that saw it. 

Gode Master Awlmosner, cause the kyngs 
Grace to wryght unto the captayns som favorable 
lettre, ffor I assewre you it is nedefuU, and iff any 
of them wolde make labor to awayte on His Grace 
when he goth over see, for Godd's sake stope it, for 
and one shuld go, all the resydew wold desire the 
same. 

Here is 2 men that, as I here sey, did their part 
very ill that day my brother was lost : the one was 
Coke, the qweny s servant in a rowe barge, and the 
other Freman, my seid brother's howshold servant. 
Iff it be off trewth, I shall ponyshe them that all other 
shall take ensample, I assewring you that I see very 
few or none, grete or small, that with their wills 
wold go agayne to the Trade ; what the course is, as 
yet I cannot say, but shortly I trust to see iff the 
danger be so grete as I am enformed off. Besechyng 
you that the kyng's Grace take no displesure with 
me that I tary here so long, for I assewre you no 
man is so wery theroff as I, and before Thursday 
shall not be possible for us to depart, what for 
takyng in off vitell, wherof a grete part as yet is 
uncome, and also I fere we shall moche ado to get 
our souldiors aborde. Also the Anne Galaunt ^ is in 
suche case that she shall not be able to go to the 
see this yere, she lieth here on dry grownoe, and in 
her stede I have takeyn another. 

I wold Wright to you off many other causys, but 
that I woU not tary the post no longer, and iff the

Where it was soo that newys were broughte 
unto this courte upon S*" Mark's day that Your

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Grace's royall armye by the seeys had discomfetied 
the frensh flete, yt apperid both by thair counte- 
nances here that the saide victorye contentyd not 
thayr mynde,* and by their other demenure, for they 
did as moche as lay in them to contrarie and destroye 
the fame of the sayde newys and victorie, as Don 
Petro Belis de Guyvara, I doubt not, will shew right 
shortli unto Your Grace. 

Over thys, aftyr the fame of the saide newys, where 
we laboured instauntly unto His Grace for Domyngo 
de Losa, whose movables beth excheted for selling 
of a carrack unto Your Highnes, contrarie to the 
statutes of this contree, we fownde His Grace so 
sore moved with the selling of the said carrack that 
yt apperid that he was grevid that his shippes shuld 
be parte of the occasion of the saide victorie, for, 
before the forsaide tydyngs were broughte. His Grace 
gave to us always comfortable aunswere in the saide 
cause and promised to put a remedye in hytt, soo 
that Your Highness and your moost honorable 
Counsayle may forsee and put remedy if the King 
of Arragon wolde entende aftyr his cautelous 
maner the revoking of suche his shippes as be in 
Your Grace's wages. 

The forsaid newis were so joyfull unto us, Your 
Grace's subgetts here, that we desired to know of the 
king of Arragon what certaynte he had thereof. 
Which aunswerd that he did know nothing thereof. 
But aftyr 3 daiys, when the same dyd more largeli 
increase, he shewed unto us that he was enformed 
owte of Fraunce that the Frensh king gave in expresse 
commaundement to the capitains of his navye, that, 
in case thei were not able to have the ovyrhand of 
the Englishmen, that thei shulde rather fyer thaire 
owen shippes then suffre them to be taken.

[The wind is contrary. The fleet will shortly 
leave for Southampton. The King must forbid 
landing without licence. The truce between France 
and Spain. The rebellion of Brest castle.] 

Master Almoner, I hertly recommande me unto 
you, and, thanked be God, the wynd is wher I wold 
wishe it, howbeit it bloweth so sore that I with 
the Peter and diuers grete shippes can not get out 
of this water called Katt water, also here be many 
small men off vittellers that can not get out, the 
wynd blowyng thus strenable ; but I trust agaynst 
nyght this W.N.W. wynd will ly, and then we woll 
forth with warpyng, and otherwise we can not, for 
till we be past the poynt of the Castell, the wynd is 
full in our way, as every shipman can shew you. 
Wherfor I hertly desire you to call vnto you some 
maryner that knowith this coste and then I doute 
not yo shall know there is no thyng vndone that 
may be done here. 

In folowyng the Kyng's plesure also, the Soue- 
reyne and all the carrykkes and all the grete shippes 
ryde under Seint Nicholas Ilond and with this wynd 
may go wher they woll, and so I haue comanded 
them to TO forth and ryde in the Sownde, and as 
sone as this letter is wryten, I shall go myself into 
Ashe water and send all the vitellers there forth to 
Hampton warde and with them Antony Poynes,

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Wisman and Draper for wafters. And if it be 
possible that the wynd be any thyng peasable, this 
nyght with all the resydew off men of war and 
vitellers, I woll to Hampton [war]de. 

At wich tyme I require you I may have a streite 
letter directed to [me comma]ndyng me to suffer 
no man, captayne nor other to go on [londe, al]so 
another to the captayns not to go on londe without 
[lycence]. Sir, I am loth to complayne and also it 
is no ty[me] all, howbeit I asseure you I am dis- 
sayued . . . wynd came westerly and I had .... 

^ to bryng them to their shippes which be 

sparkled 12 [miles] abrode in the contre, I haue 
yeven no lenger day but ... to be aborde, and I 
have made a pair of galows at the waterside, wher I 
fere me some woll towter tomorow, [for I] rather 
hang half a dozen knavys than any oftener to 
. . . this desplesure all captayns do not amys, but 
I asseure you . . . moste part in this behalue. 
Wherfor I require you to cause the sharp [letter] to 
be directed and make your ground that the Kyng is 
[infor]med that the souldiers be abrode in the contre 
and robe [and] stele and do moche hurt. Towchyng 
this matier I say [no] more : sapienti pauca. 

Also I send you a wryting [of a] Spanyshe wich 
a merchant of Bristowe yave me this day and [came] 
hither this nyght, and was at Calys in Spayne 10 
days past and . . . the same proclamed^ and for 
his savegarde if he h[ad] to mete with Frenchmen 
broght the same with him. I [think] the Kyng shall 
spede the better, if the Kyng trust his owne [people]. 

Also, Sir, I am sewerly informed by Sabian that 
at the [same] tyme Brest castell was won by M. de

at nyght ye shall not fayle then to have the vitellers at 
Hampton and the men of war about the row and the 
Wight .... apoynted ships here for . . . broke and 
sir Piers Egecombe ... for a moneth of prouysion 
. . . tre and wafters for . . . broke wold kepe his 
. . . not he is to blame and thus our lord kepe you.

82. Wolsey to Thomas Howard. 

(About 25 May, 15 13.) 

[The fleet must be revictualled at Southampton 
for a month or six weeks before returning to Brit- 
tany, but the Admiral must punish those who burnt 
the empty casks.] 

My lorde Admirall, with all myne herte I com- 
ende me on to you. I haue resseyuyd yor moste 
louyng letters datyd at Plymowth the 2 1 day of thys 
monthe, by the conteyne wherof I do perceyue howe 
that ye trust to be at the Wyt within schort tynie, 
wych I assure yow shal be glad tydyngs to the Kyng, 
for as soon as hys Grace shall haue worde therof, he 
wold nott fayle within schort whil after to be with 
yow there. And wher as yor vittell ys so nere ex- 
pyr)^d and that ye must bee substancielly vitailled 
for 6 weeks or a moneth at the leest befor yor de- 
parting vnto Brytayn, mylord, I assure you it is 
not possible to fumishe yor revitailling if ffoystes 
bee not more plentuously brought from the navye to 
Hampton than they be, whiche is a grete lak and 
default, for ye cannot be prouided elleswher of any 
ffoystes for money. And if the ffoystes amonges 
the navye bee not kept and reserued, but wastefully 
brent and broken as I here saye they bee, ye cannot 
bee sufficiently re vitailled to tarye any longer on the 
see, ffor wheras some shippes haue receyued 10 wekes 
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passed 756 pypes, they have redeliuered scantly 80 
ffoystes of thaym. Whiche as it appereth is doon 
by some lewde persons that wold not haue the 
King's navye contynue any lenger on the See. And 
therfor, Mylorde, for Goddes sake, loke wel to this 
matier so that suche substancial order may bee taken 
that th' empty ffoystes may be contynuelly reserued 
and with all diligence sent to Hampton and that 
suche persons as haue brent any of thaym maybe 
punisshed by yor discrecion in example of al other, 
in eschuyng the grete inconveniences and dis- 
pleasures that for lak of ffoystes mought ensue at 
this tyme to the hinderaunce and lette of yor entre- 
prises upon yor enemyes as is aforesaid, ffor if the 
ffoystes bee not reserued, but lost and brent, for lak 
of good ordre taken therein, it wold bee to yor 
reproche. Whiche causeth me the mor plainly to 
write you for yor discharge herin, ffor without the 
said empty foystes ye cannot tarye any longer on 
the see, though ye wold neuer soo fayne and than 
suche as bee accustomed to speke evyll wol averte 
the blame vnto you and saye that ye wol not out of 
the havons, but lye ther spendyng wastefuUy the 
King s vitaill and money And therfor as oon that 
wold ye shuld doo wel I eftsones require you to 
regarde this matier accordingly for yor honor. And 
this moost hertily fare ye well.*

83. Thomas Howard to Wolsey. 

(Hampton : 5 June [15 13].) 

[False reports against Sir Edward Howard. The 
enterprise against Brittany was countermanded yes- 
terday. The admiral hopes that the Scottish navy will 
join the French ; if not, it will be better to discharge 
all the hired ships, both Spanish and English.] 

' 16,000/. are sent to Southampton for the 'revitailing' of the 
King's army (5 June) {R. O.^ Chapter House Book 215, p. 257). 
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Master Almoner, with all my hert I recomande 
me unto you. Gode master Almoner, I have fownd 
you so kynd unto me that me thynk I can do no 
les than to wryght to you fro tyme to tyme of all my 
causis. So it is, though I be unable therfor, it hath 
plesed the kyngs Grace to yeve this grete rome 
and auctorite more mete for a wise expert man then 
me. But sith it hath plesed H is Grace to admytt me 
thereunto, as fer as my pore wit can extende, I shall 
endevor myselff fro tyme to tyme to do all maner 
of servyce when I shall thynk to deserve his most 
desired favor. And, gode M' Almoner, as my 
most synguler trust is in you, send me both now and 
at all other tymes your gode advyse and consell, 
assewring you that never pore jantilman was in 
greter fere to take rebuke and ill report that I am 
of suche as knowith not what may be done, wich 
generally be the grettest nombre, and for many 
causis, of wich I shall reherse a part. 

Furst I well perceyve what reports both this 
yere and the last was made off my brother (whom 
Jhesu pardon), because ther was none other servyce 
don, consyderyng what grete charges the Kyng was 
at in kepyng so grete a navye on the sea. And I 
well knowe that I nor no man hath better will nor 
more hardely serve his master then he, as the proffe 
hath shewed ; and as for experience I am yet fer 
fro that he had, and yet his fortewne was not to have 
at all tymes the best report, many men puttyng fere 
what he durst do : wich opynions the day of his deth 
he well proved untrew. 

Alas, M' Almoner, I se not now how I shall 
eskape such reports, for I cannot se how I may do 
any pleasant servyce to my master, for I se no 
ways but one of the too. 

The one is that at my goyng to Brytaynge my 
fortewne myght have be so gode that either I myght 
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have brenned the shippes at Brest castell. or els to 
have dystroyed the havyn there with drownyng of 
shippes, as I have before wryten unto you. Wich 
enterprises beyng debated before His Grace, and 
such danger as I thought myght therof ensew by me 
declared before His Grace, I shewed His Grace 
I durst not enterprise the seid feats, onles that His 
Grace wold discharge me iff any misfortewne fell by 
the same. And then His Grace bad me not spare 
to adventure the same, and to go with his armye 
into the grete water at Brest And now, sith his 
departure hens, Mylord of Winchester * and Mylord 
Lizle hath devysed upon the seid enterprises, and 
yesterday called me unto them and commaunded 
me in the Kyng's name not to enter the water of 
Brest till I knew further of the Kyng s plesure, for 

[rete causis wich they wold advertise the Kyi^ and 

lis Consell off. 

And so, this matier takyng none effect, I se no 
way how I shall deserve thank onles the Skotts * and

And thus most hartly I beseche you, iff my mys- 
fortewne shal be to do no acceptable servyce, to 
be menys for me to the Kyng and his Consell to 
consider that never man endured more payne then 
I shall do to se all other wher they may do gode 
servyce if they woU, and I can do none, but his 
enemy es wol adventure as well as I. And, for 
Godd*s sake, let His Grace and his Consell com- 
mande me to some herd enterprise to se if I woU 
folow the same, being in dispaire, save onely off the 
Skotts and Danys comming. 

M' Almoner, all the premisses and all other my 
causis I remit to your wisdome, ffuUy trustyng that 
ye woU not onely fro tyme to tyme yeve me your 
gode advice and consell, but also with your frendly 
words withstonde all ill reports undeserved made of 
me, as my singuler trust is in you. 

And thus Our Lord have you in his tuicion.

Although they showed red and yellow flags (Louis XI I. 's 
colours) in sign of friendship, they were fired at by a Florentine 
trading ship moored in the harbour. In consequence of this an 
inquiry was held by the Chancery of Brittany, which is still pre- 
served at the R. O. {Chapter House Book 83). Roussel had a 
crew of about sixty men dressed in red and blue jackets, whose 
victualling was valued at 120 or 140/. per month. His ship carried 
a heavy armament : ' Deux longs passevollans gamis de deux 
boistes chacun, et une grosse pi^ce d'artillerie de fer, et plusieurs 
autres pieces d'artillerie.' He had spent about 140/. for canvas. 
The Rochelaise was divided in four shares or ' sillages ' belonging 
to four * carsonniers ' (10/. each share): *les sillaiges, qui est 
argent avanc^ aux carsonniers de la barque pour despartir aux 
compaignons pour les avoir et tenir subjects k servir ; autrement 
on ne peut avoir les compaignons.' The Rochelaise left Port 
Blanc for Honfleur on 26 March, but a truce was concluded 
with England, and she did little service. — ^The description of 
the flags is interesting : ' En aprouchant du Port Blanc, en 
entrant en iceluy, Phelipes Rouxel desploya et fit desployer 
les enseignes et estendartz qui estoient en la barque, appellez 
banczoins, portans les armes et couUeurs du roy, savoir de rouge 
et jaulne, et des pavoys autour du bort, avecques fleur de lis 
et croix blanche.
